(South African Institute for International Affairs) at the Cape Town Mountain Club in town. We 
were all dressed in our CapeXit clobber.

He emphatically stated that, given its composition of minorities, the indigenous people of the 
Western Cape has a total and inalienable right to secession. He also confirmed that the route to take 
must be according to international law and he mentioned THREE times that the support of the 
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majority must first be gained before any attempt is to be made. 

Afterwards during the Q & A session, Ms Camerer asked whether CapeXit want to comment on the 
presentation. I thanked her for the opportunity and also thanked Dr Erk for a very good 
presentation. I did mention that we now heard from a very learned academic that CapeXit is on the 
correct path to independence so we have no further questions.!^ 

We concluded the evening by greeting Dr Erk personally and handed him a business card with the 
request to make further contact. This he accepted gracefully and confirmed that he would like to 
engage with us in future. 

This one was knocked out of the park for Independence and CapeXit.
